2. MIDDLE EAST. NYTIMES, CAIRO, DE ONIS REPORTS MEETING 
OF ARAB OIL MINISTERS CALLED BY EGYPT TO CONSIDER LIFTING

PONED UNTIL WEDNESDAY IN TRIPOLI. REPRESENTATIVES OF

2A. WASHPOST, CAIRO, HOAGLAND REPORTS FORMAL MEETING 
APPARENTLY BLOCKED BY CONTINUING DIVISIONS AMONG ARAB 
LEADERS, LEAVING FATE OF EMBARGO UNCERTAIN. EGYPTIAN 
PRESIDENT SADAT HAD FIRMLY PLEDGED TO KISSINGER THAT 
EMBARGO WOULD BE LIFTED AT MEETING IN CAIRO AS RESULT 
OF PROGRESS KISSINGER HAS ALREADY ACHIEVED. RESPONSIBLE 
DIPLOMATIC SOURCES SAID LAST NIGHT. 

3. SOVIET UNION/CSCE. NYTIMES, MOSCOW, WREN REPORTS 
BREZHNEV YESTERDAY ACCUSED WEST OF HINDERING PROGRESS AT 
CSCE BY INTRODUCING UNIMPORTANT ISSUES AND PERSONALLY 
APPEALED TO OTHER LEADERS TO JOIN HIM IN WINDING UP TALKS 
AT "HIGHEST RESPONSIBLE LEVEL." AT SAME TIME BREZHNEV 
DISMISSED SOLZHENITSYN AFFAIR AS "NOT A PROBLEM" FOR 
SOVIET UNION, ADDING NO SINGLE WRITER LIKE SOLZHENITSYN 
COULD SLOW UP ACCOMMODATION BETWEEN EAST AND WEST. BREZH- 
NEV ALSO ASSERTED THAT SOVIET UNION HAD NO INTENTION OF 
ESTABLISHING WITH US A WORLD DOMINANCE OF SUPERPOWERS, AS 
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CHINA, FRANCE AND OTHER NATIONS HAVE CHARGED. WREN SAYS 
BREZHNEV WAS MAKING THESE COMMENTS AT HOUR-LONG INTER- 
VIEW WITH GROUP OF FRENCH CORRESPONDENT. REITERATING 
MOSCOW'S INSISTENCE THAT GENEVA PHASE OF EUROPEAN SECU- 
RITY TALKS BE CONCLUDED SWIFTLY. BREZHNEV CONTENDED "THERE 
HAS APPEARED MUCH AT GENEVA CONFERENCE THAT IS OFTEN IN- 
ESSENTIAL, THAT HINDERS THE SOLUTION OF THE CENTRAL QUES- 
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TIONS OF THE CONFERENCE." SOVIET PRESS HAS COMPLAINED, 

SAYS WREN, THAT CONFERENCE IS BEING PROLONGED UNNECESSAR 
ILY. PARTICULARLY ON ISSUE OF HUMAN RIGHTS, WHICH SOVIET 
UNION GENERALLY VIEWS AS ISSUE THAT INTERFERES IN ITS IN- 
TERNAL AFFAIRS. BREZHNEV ALSO TOLD NEWSMEN THAT SOVIET 
UNION 'MORE THAN ONCE" HAD TRIED TO IMPROVE RELATIONS 
WITH CHINA, ADDING "IT IS UP TO CHINA TO MAKE NEXT MOVE." 
BREZHNEV INDICATED THAT NATIONS OF WESTERN EUROPE COULD 
MAKE POSITIVE CONTRIBUTION TO MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT, BUT 
HE LEFT UNCLEAR WHETHER HE WAS ASKING THEM TO TAKE ACTIVE 
ROLE AT ARAB-ISRAELI TALKS IN GENEVA. SOVIET LEADER SAID 
MOSCOW REMAINED FIRMLY OPPOSED TO ANY ECONOMIC MOVES BY 
NINE COMMON MARKET NATIONS THAT WOULD DISCRIMINATE AGAINST 
NONMEMBER NATIONS. 

3A. WASHPOST, MOSCOW KAISER REPORTS BREZHNEV AT NEWS CON- 
FERENCE REFERRED SPECIFICALLY TO FRANCO-SOVIET RELATIONS 
SAYING "IT IS OBLIGATORY THAT NO SOLZHENITSYN HINDER 
FRANCO-SOVIET COOPERATION. HE IS NOT THE QUESTION." PRE- 
SUMABLY, SAYS KAISER, BREZHNEV WOULD APPLY THE SAME NOTION 
TO ALL EAST- WEST RELATIONS, KAISER ADDING REMARKS 
SUGGESTS DEEP SENSITIVITY ON SOVIET LEADER'S PART OVER 
WESTERN REACTION TO SOLZHENITSYN EXPULSION. IT IS SORT 
OF COMMENT SOVIET LEADERS VIRTUALLY NEVER MAKE IN PUBLIC 
BECAUSE IT AMOUNTS TO AN ADMISSION THAT SOVIET INTERNAL 
AFFAIRS HAVE CONSEQUENCES FOR INTERNATIONAL POLITICS. 

EARLIER IN PRESS CONFERENCE, BREZHNEV SAID HE DID NOT 
BELIEVE SOLZHENITSYN CAN IN SOME WAY REPRESENT THE POL- 
ITICS OF AN ENTIRE STATE. ONE NEWSMAN ASKED BREZHNEV IF 
SOVIET UNION WAS BEING CUT OUT OF DIPLOMACY AIMED AT 
MIDDLE EAST SETTLEMENT, IN LIGHT OF KISSINGER'S ONE 
MAN EFFORTS IN THIS AREA. IN ANSWER THAT HINTED AT SOVIET 
UNEASINESS ON THIS POINT. BREZHNEV SAID IDEA THAT HIS 
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COUNTRY HAD IN ANY WAY DIMINISHED ITS INTEREST IN 
MIDDLE EAST WAS "JUST AN IMPRESSION". IMPLYING THAT IT WAS 
INCORRECT, AND ADDING "WE HAVE NEVER ABANDONED THE DEFENSE 
OF TH
